Th e party landed in th e Stat s about 
two weeks ago, and were sent h ere by 
th e German government to make an 
inspection of th e improved electrical 
roads in th is country , and especially 
th e single ph ase, alternating current 
sy stem, a« used by th e I. & O. com 
pany . It is th e purpose of Germany , 
wh ere th ey h ave government » lfownex 
| sh ip of railroads to overh aul th e en 
tire service of th at country and install 
electrical roads, if th e coniml.-d n re 
ports same to h a practical. 
Th ere is a general Impression in 
.th is countiv th at th e German cl* « t ri 
oal roads aro far superior to th e * n • 
now in use in America, in th e m atter 
of service and speed, but th is is a fa l­ 
la cy .
